These are mainly PS questions... 

I bought a Galaxy V Mark 3 last fall . It's cleaned up, but I have no manual 

or AC PS. Dave, WB4IUY, kindly sent me a Galaxy V MK2 manual,and I bought a 

Galaxy 1000DC PS last winter. Yesterday at the Denver hamfest I bought an 

older Galaxy V and AC-35 PS which I brought up slowly and is now working 
FB. My first contact, when I mentioned I had bought an old boatanchor, aked 

me if it was a Collins! 

Anyway, I bought the Galaxy and PS mainly for the PS, but after referring to 

my "Ham Equipment Buyer's Guide", I see that there was a significant change 
between the earlier Galary V's and the MK3 which has 6LB6's and 500W PEP 
input instead of the 6HF5's and 40QW PEP input. My "Ham Equipment Buyer's 

Guide Reference" lists the companion AC-400 PS with the Mark 3. MY QUESTION. 
Can I use the older AC-35 PS with the Mk 3? 

Also, my DC PS is a Galaxy C-1000DC, but my Ham Equipment Buyer's Gude 
reference mentions only a G-1000 DC supply which powers the Mk 3 and a later 

Galaxy model. My QUESTION. Is the G1000DC a misprint or were there both a 
C1000DC and a G1000DC PS? Can I use the C1000DC PS with both the Galaxy V 
and Galaxy V Mk3? With either? 

If anyone has a Mk3 manual, it may answer most of the above questions? 

I also bought an blue AF-67 to join my gray one! Were they sold in either 
color? 

The blue AF-67 came with a HB PS which seems too small to power the AF-67. I 
am reforming the caps right now and will report back on the AF-67 story 
later.

The one real good reason that I have heard in favor of converting from a 
toob rectifier to some solid state arrangement was in the case of an open 
heater winding on the power transformer. A few years after hearing this 
reason, I had to do it myself to one of my BC/SW sets -- it was certainly 
much easier getting my hands on two $0.10 1N4007's than finding a 
replacement for a 60+ year old hunk of iron! (or, even worse, kludging in 
an additional filament transformer). 


I chose to address the HV surge with some PTC resistors, which 
softened the startup conditions considerably, though no where near as 
nicely as the original recitifier toob probably did.

Hi folks: 
I once again turn to the expertise of this great group. 


I am rebuilding an antenna tuner (for about 500 watts) and wish to find a 
better roller inductor that what I am using now. I used one from Kilotec 
Electronics and I am disappointed at its performance. The thing had a 
tendency to have its roller separate from the rest of the windings. I 
tried pushing the spring contact assembly back down but for some reason, 
it would come back up. Contact is not consistent throughout the entire 
range of inductance and where it is loose, it has a tendency to arc 
(especially on 75 meters where contact is needed for the lowest SWR). 


I would like to retrofit this unit with something else. I thought about 
getting a roller inductor from MFJ but I have a phobia about that. 
Spending some larger amounts of money on a Nye Viking inductor also has me 
having the jitters. I want a good quality inductor. Any advice? P.S. I'm 
using the differential-T circuit from the 1990 ARRL (because of its 
recommendations on harmonic suppression of the Pi circuit). Let me know. 
Tnx. Cal.

Thanks to all of you who responded to my three tubes information 
request. Does anyone know if the RCA 913 was used in any BA related 
equipment? It would be interesting to see it work. 


On the tube rectifiers vs. diodes P.J. Rovero is very right. Many SRR 
sets had their power supplies made solid state and this change by itself 
probably led to a significant reduction in heat generation inside the 
enclosed cabinet. The mod is very well documented in the manual. I 
wonder if tube life for the subminiatures was compromised by this change 
or if tube failure was higher before it. Unlike the massive RBx 


receivers, the SRRs have very little space inside for heat dissipation. 


The DAU DF receiver that returned to my schack is now working well. 
This set is really massive and includes the power supply in the chassis. 
The weight must be over 70 pounds. Selectivity is fixed at ?? and for 
reception of strong signals you must play with the RF gain.

Hi! 

(Looked for the original but I'd deleted it). 

The 913 most famously was used in nice small National 'scopes--the 
desktop CRM, with a multiangled top to make the screen easy to see and an 
"eyelid" bezel to keep external light off the tube, and possibly the CRR, 
a similar rackmount version on a 3.5" panel. National made another 'scope 
using the larger 906, which I think pre-dates these two, the CRO. 

913s were also used in the smallest Millen 'scopes (AFAIK--there seems 
to have been only on mass-production 1" ‘scope tube), some of which were 
no bigger than panel meters! 

It was a popular tube for home-brew oscilloscopes of similar design, 
too--most any "Radio" or ARRL HB from the late '30s through late '40s has 
at least one such project. 

All of these devices are "basic" ‘scopes, very unlike the modern 
instruments we think of, just a power supply, input to the plates (often 
through potentiometers and AC-coupled) and occasionally selectectable 
60cps sinusoidal sweep taken from the power transformer. However, small 
scope tubes at low voltages offer xveryx good deflection sensitivity. For 
things like trapeziodal AM modulation display, you don't need a fancy 
‘scope! They were used in clever ways; with a very few additional 
components, such scopes can be connected to an HF receiver for an "oval 
eye" display of modulation, for example, and with a couple of switches or 


extra contacts on the T/R relay, a '30s ham could have a nice display that 
showed his modulation on transmit and the other ham's on receive! ...It 
did take plenty of money ($29.50 for a National CRO in '36, at least $300 
in 1997 dollars!), alas, so it was not all that common.... 

Later on, the tiny Millen 'scopes could be found in BC transmitters, 
most (in)famously in an early RCA FM exciter, where it kept track of the 
AFC and other functions--and many BC engineers can tell tales of having to 
manually track the exciter freq by watching the toy ‘scope! 


It's a good tube. Writing in 1950's CQ Magazine, John W. Campbell 
described a small oscilloscope (913 or 906-based) useable up to 2m: with 
low B+ and a small tube, there's no need for super-duper flat and clean 
deflection amplifiers. So don't knock tiny green screens: they've got 
some advantages! 

Millen sold a lot of small basic scopes--after the company was zoned 
out of existence, the 'scope line was briefly spun off as "Caywood 
Engineering" (probably Wade Caywood), later picked up by the outfit that 
had bought the rest of the Millen components line. (Don't know if you can 
buy a new one--maybe if you ordered a hundred!)

If you can identify what the coil described below came from, you can have it. 


The brown phenolic-like form is 7 inches long and 2-1/2 inches in diameter. 
There is a metal disc (slug) inside that runs on a threaded shaft. This 
gives something like 100 turns of resolution end-to-end. There is a 1/4" 
non-conducting shaft that protrudes from one end. 


The coil is wound in three parts. Toward the rear of the coil (assuming it 
was mounted horizontally) is Winding #1, which is about 70 close wound turns 
of cloth-like covered wire. At the front end of Winding #1 is a Winding #2, 
which is a honeycomb winding that is wound on eleven posts. Winding #3 is 
about twelve turns of wire that is similar, but slightly smaller, than 
Winding #1. One end Winding #41 and one end of Winding #2 (the honeycomb 
winding) go to a braided cable that has a plate cap that would fit an 813.

Now, it has a fiddle in that it says "Press 1, then 4" to test, so it 
may be doing something a little strange. However, if I look at the 
actual pinout of the 26A7, it sez:

Screen 5 5 

Cath 2 2 (common cathode) 

Suppr 2 2 (suppressor tied to cathode) 
Fil 6, 7 


Both of the tester settings seem to be wacko. On the first one, the 
grid is on the cathode, the plate is on the filament, the cathode is 
on the grid, and the suppressor is on the grid for section 2. For the 
second setting, the cathode is set on the grid for section 1. There 
ain't even any symmetry. That's not right. That's not even wrong. 
It's nuts. 


What gives? Any wisdom? What does the book for a TV7 say? 
Unfortunately, I only have an I-177 for backup, which doesn't have a 26A7 in its 
book.

The Russians impounded three B-29 bombers in the Asian theater 
of operations during the war. One battle-damaged aircraft 

in July of 1944 and two in November of the same year made

at that time, and that was used as a reason to inter the crews 
and planes. The crews were allowed to "escape" from an internment 
camp in Iran, but the planes were never seen again. 

The "real" reason they were interred concerned our mistrust 

of our "ally." Since we wouldn't provide them with 

a strategic bomber, they set about to copy the B-29 down to the 
last bolt. The result was the Tu-4 bomber, codenamed the 

"Bull" by NATO. All the plane systems were duplicated in detail, 
including the radios. Tupelov duplicated the airframe, Shvetsov 
the engines and superchargers. Alas, I don't know who did the 
radios. Most the B-29s operating out of the Pacific

Now, it has a fiddle in that it says "Press 1, then 4" to test, so it 
may be doing something a little strange. However, if I look at the 
actual pinout of the 26A7, it sez:

Cath 2 2 (common cathode) 

Suppr 2 2 (suppressor tied to cathode) 
Fil 6, 7 


Both of the tester settings seem to be wacko. On the first one, the 
grid is on the cathode, the plate is on the filament, the cathode is 
on the grid, and the suppressor is on the grid for section 2. For the 
second setting, the cathode is set on the grid for section 1. There 
ain't even any symmetry. That's not right. That's not even wrong. 
It's nuts.

Well, Hickok tester dial numbers on the set up swtiches aren't the pin 
numbers as they are, for example, on an Eico 666 tester. Hickok chose 
to wire the sockets so that minimum switch re-setting between different 
types would be needed. Consider, for instance, that except for 9 pin 


miniatures nearly all settings start wtih 'JR'. This is not because 
Hikok engineers were "Dallas" fans; this means that JR connects to pins 
2 and 7 on an octal 3 and 4 on a 7 pin miniature, q and 8 on a loktal, 
and the fat pins on pre-octal sockets. They blew it on the 9 pin 
miniatures which take "EV" heater settings. 


If you have the manual for your tester it wil tell you the details 
(switch setting to pinout map) and enable you to decide if the settings 
are correct for the 26A7 or not.

(Last 
heard from my XYL: "Hon, what's all that noise down there? Are you OK?") 
After several minutes, I found the old beast..... Brought back some great 
memories. 


IT used it until 1970 with a highly modified DX-100. (Who knew these were 
going to be valuable some day?) Worked 45 states on AM with this setup 
using a Telrex beam. 


I don't have any documentation, but this pup has a cascode RF amp (6BZ7) 
driving a pentode (6CB6) 2nd RF amp. There is a 6J6 LO. The mixer tube 
is missing, so I can't tell you what it should be. 


There are three plugged-up holes punched in the chassis. I assume they 
would be used for an LO multiplier tube and associated tuned circuits on 
the 2 meter version. 


This critter was very sensitive and "hot". It had so much gain that 
anyone within 5 miles would overload the system. Also, I remember having 
to use an attenuator at the converter's output to keep the S-meter from 
reading +20 db under no-signal conditions. 


It's missing the mixer tube and 36MHz crystal. On the positive side, the 
3-prong power plug is still there. 


If you can use it, it's yours. (You won't have to reform any 
electrolytic caps!) Just tell me where to send it.

> 6-7 others. Sears, Duck, Murdock and others.

A loose coupler is just an RF receiving transformer. They were 
even called receiving transformers before they were called loose 
couplers. The spacing between the primary and secondary is varied to 
adjust the degree of coupling. Most often, the primary and secondary 
have taps. Usually there is a slide wire adjustment on the primary and 
a tapping switch on the secondary. Some have tapping switches on both. 

1898 is a bit too early. The heyday of loose couplers was the mid 
teens to early 20s. With a loose coupler, condensor, detector, 
headphones, antenna and ground you were ready to receive spark. 

Most any book on wireless of the teens and early 20s describes the 
various receiving systems including those employing loose couplers. 
Elmer Bucher's "The Wireless Experimenters Manual" is a partciularly 
good one to reference. See my bibliograpy on the web page shown below 
for more references.
